Ladies  and  Gentlenen, 

I have  the- honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1964*  Ihe  Registrar  General  estinates  the  nid-year  population 
as  36 >540  conpared  Tdth  35} 950  last  year.  There  were  524  live  births 
and  519  deaths  giving  a natural  increase  of  5«  There  was  therefore  a 
novenent  into  the  district  of  595  people. 

It  is  ironical ' that  the  nost  pressing  problens  of  this  area 
arise  because  of  the  natural  advantages  v/hich  nalce  it  such  a delightful 
part  of  the  country  to  holiday  in.  The  sea,  and  the  Broads  and  rivers 
are,  given  good  weather,  unsurpassed  in  this  country  as  plaices  for 
outdoor  recreation  and  enjoyr.ient,  and  nany  thousands  of  people  fron  the 
J/Iidlands,  the  North  and  elsewhere  are  well  aware  of  this. 

Perhaps  the  nost  urgent  need  created  by  the  annual  influx  of 
people  is  that  for  sewerage  of  the  Coastal  Parishes,  Without  it  we 
have  to  use  a nethod  of  sewage  disposed,  quite  out  of  date  in  the 
twentieth  century,  nao.ely  distribution  on  the  land.  This  so  called 
conservancy  nethod  has  been  shovm  to  be  actually  nore  costly  in  the 
long  run  than  viator  carriage  systens,  as  well  as  leading  to  a risk  of 
the  spread  of  typhoid  fever  and  other  diarrhoeal  diseases.  Some  idea 
of  the  work  and  expense  involved  is  obtained  froh  the  following  figures s- 
Cesspool  liquid  deposited  on  the  land  in  1^61  6^  nillion  gallons:  in 

1962  nillion  gallons:  in  19^5  over  8^  nillion  gallons.  In  I964 
over  IO4  nillion  gallons  had  to  be  dealt  with  and  in  addition  over  1^ 
nillion  gallons  of  pail  closet  contents  had  to  be  disposed  of  in  the 
sane  way, 

Sone  lakes  of  fluid  nay  constitute  a drowning  hazard  and  need 
fencing  to  keep  children  away,  and  there  is  the  recurring  difficulty  of 
finding  sirfficient  land  - farners  are  not  always  willing  to  have  their 
land  treated  in  this  way. 

Caravanning  as  a nethod  of  holiday  naking*  is  increasing  in 
popularity,  and  has  nuch  to  connend  it.  It  has  been  suggested  that 
before  long  every  fanily  will  ovn  a car,  cara.van,  and  perhaps  a boat 
as  wall.

But  carc.vP-ns  need  sites  v/ith  water  and  toilet  facilities, 
and  they  oust  not  he- overcrov/ded.  Lay- byes  on  the  road  do  not  confom 
with  these  requirenents*  and  are  not  suitable  as  canps  or  caravanning 
plo-ces,  but  nany  near  the  coast  are  so  used  by  people  v/ho  cone  to  the 
sea  and  find  the  sites  full,  Not  all  caravans  are  self-contained' as 
regards  toilet  facilities,  and  the  effect  on  the  hygiene  of  the  area, 
is,  to  use  a euphenisn  "deleterious”. 

The  legal  position  a.s  regards  responsibility  seens  to  be 
in  sone  daubt.  The  local  authority  can  only  taJee  action  against  the 
o\mer  of  the  land  concerned,  for  pemitting  a nuisance  to  occur,  and 
who  is  the  o\mer?  Is  c.  lay-by  pa,rt  of  the  public  high\7ay  or  is  it 
not?  In  any  ca.se  the  people  tenporaril^', parked  in  a.  lay-by  nufet  go 
sonewhere. 


One  of  the  difficulties  is  that  la^rge  areas  of  . the  district 
are  marshy  and  unsuitable  for  caravan  sites. 

Drowning  accidents  on  the  Broads  and  in  the  sea  occur  every 
year,  and  although  the  proportion  of  such  tragedies  to  dearth  and  injury 
on  the  roads  is  snail,  the  answer  to  the  problem  seens  in  one  way  much 
simpler,  I knov;  of  no  ca,se  whore  a person  ha.s  been  drowned'  in  our 
inland  waters  v/hile  v;earing  a buoyancy  aid.  In  the  sea  or  for  long 
immersion  a reputable  life  jacket  is  essential. 

For  several  years  the  District  Medica.l  Officers  of  Health 
have  been  concerned  with  this  problem  of  drowning,  and  one  of  their 
achievements  was  the  selection  of  a suitable  diagranatic  representation 
of  the  expired  air  or  "kiss  of  life"  method  of  artificial  respiration. 
The  Boat  Hire  firms  v/ere  very  reo,dy  tb  agree  to  exhibit  a card  shovdng 
•this  on  their  boats.  They  printed  copies  at  their  ovm,  expense,  and 
they  are  now  in  all  or  pratically  all  the  hire  boats  in  a,  position  where 
they  T/ill  receive  regular  scrutiny. 

It  is  not  suggested  that  a.  diagram  replaces  practice  on  a 
model,  v;hich  should  be  carried  out  by  a.s  many  people  as  pos*sible,  but 
in  an  emergency  a good  diagram  is  better  than  nothing. 

The  efforts  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  v;ere 
supplemented  in  19^4  Ly  the  forma.tion  of  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Water 
Safety  Association,  under  the  Presidency  of  the  Bishop  of  Nor’.-ach,  and 
the  Charrmanship  of  Dr,  J,R,  Murdock, Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
Nor\7ich,  Mies  J,  Sva,  Health  Education  Officer  for  Norvmch,  and  I 
wore  appointed  Joint  Secretary/Treasurers,  The  five  Vice-Presidents 
are  the  Chafrmon  of  the  Health  Committees  of  Norfolk,  Norv;ich,  .Yarmouth, 
East  Suffolk  and  Ipsv/ich, 
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The  Connittee  consists  of  the  five  Directors  of  Education 
of  the  areas  concerned,  tvro  representa.tfves,  one  each  from  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  St.  John's  Anbulance  Brigade, -a 
representative  of  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Association,  a representative 
of  the  Anateur  Sranning  Association,  a representative  of  the  Boat 
Ovmers,  a representative  of  the  Police,  and  a representative  of  the 
Rural  District  Councils  Association, 

The  Connittee  was  given  pov/er  to  co-opt,  and  the  follordng 
organisations  have  been  represented: - 

British  Sub  Aqua  Club:  Canoe  Association:  llorv/ich 
Rovdng,  Association:  Anglers  Association:  Private  Boat  CtTners: 

Norfolk  Schools  Sailing  Association:  and  the  Coast  Guards, 

The  Connittee  ha.s  considered  a nunber  of  itens,  including 
publicity  for,  and  availability  of,  buoyancy  aids  for  boat  hirers, 
the  inprovenent  of  facilities  to  learn  to  swin,  safety . factors  on 
boats,  denonstration  to  nenbers  of  the  public  of  artificial  respiration 
and  investigation  of  fatal 'axci dents, 

I should  lik'Q  to  draw  attention  again  to  the  dangers  of 
drinking  unpasteurised  nilk.  It  is  sonetines  thought  that  tuberculin 
testing  of  herds  and  pasteurisation  of  nilk  are  equally  effective  in 
rendering  nilk  safe.  This  nay  be  so  as  far  an  tuberculosis  is  concerned 
but  tuberculin  tested  nilk  nay  and  quite  frequently  does  contain  the 
gem  causing  infectious  abortion  in  cattle  and  undulant  fever  in  nan. 
This  is  a very  debilitating  conplaint  of  long  duration.  It  is  still 
legal  to  sell  untrea.tod  nilk  (so  long  as  it  is  fron  tuberculin  tested 
herds)  and  some  people  seen  to  regard  it  as  sonefhing  superior  (like 
fresh  fam  eggs), 

♦ 

Nothing  could  be  further  fron  the  truth,.  The  danger  of 
contracting  undulant  fever  is  quite  considerable  v/hen  drinking  any  nilk 
which  ha-s  not  been  pasteurised,  sterilized,  or  boiled,. 

It  is  still  under  discussion  whether  or  not  boats  should' 
continue  to  discharge  crude  se\Tage  into  the  Broads  and  rivers,  but 
certain  points  nay  be  n.ade  here:- 

First^bathing  in  the  water  or  using  it  for  any  culinary 
purpose  should  be  discouraged,  Yfho  knows  whether  or  not  .a  typhoid 
caorrier  is  in  a.  nea^rby  boat  which  ha.s  just  pulled  its.  chain?  Second., 
the  pollution  of  the  water  is  very  nuclq  greater  -at  nooring  points  and 
narrow  channels  than  in  the  open  rivers,.  Third, if  “the  present  tine 
honoured  nethod  of  sewage  disposal  is  to  cease,  sone  suitable  and 
practicable  nethod  nust  first  be  nade  available.  This  is  very  nuch 
easier  sovid  than  done,  but  without  doubt  it  is  the  trend  for  inland 
waters  in  other  parts  of  the  civilized  'wofid. 
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Housing  protlens  aro  not  specific  to  this  area  hut  nany 
substandard  houses  are  in  occupation  and  the  number  of  outstanding 
applications  for  Council  house  ooconnodation  was  529  at  the  end  of 
the  year#  Tliere  is  • still  .a  need  for  more  acconnodation  for  old 
people,  : 

Because  of  o\ir  usually  less  crowded  roads  (r/ith  the 
excepition  of  the  main  roads  to  the  coast  in  the  holiday  season)  we 
aro  less  afflicted  byroad  accidents  th.an  some  pa,rts  of  the  coirntry, 
but  accidents  do  occur,  and  one  sees  many  acts  of  folly  or  nis judgement , 
which  night  load  to  accidents.,  liThen  one  sees  for  example  motor  cyclists 
without  crash  helmets^ one  wanders  if  a visit  to  an  accident  unit  of  a 
hospital,  or  at  least  some  theoretical  knowledge  of  the  effects  of 
head  and  other-  injuries,  should  be  obligatory  before  a driving' licence 
is  granted,  I have  no  doubts  about  the  relation  betv/ean  alcoholiem 
and  road  sa.fety,  and  some  knowledge  of  the  .effect  of  a,lcohol  on 
reaction  tine  and  perforT.iance,  night  ‘also  be  required  for  "the  test.". 

Coronary  artery  disease  and  lung  cancer  are  again  not  '? 
problems  peculiar  to  the  district,  'but  cardiovascular  disease  and 
cancer  remain  the  chief  causes  of  dea,th  here,  Modera.tion  in  the 
consumption  of  animal  fat  and  sugar,  and  regular ' exercise,  are  still 
recommended  to  prevent  "coronaries"  and  there  han  been  nothing  to 
refute  the  connection  between  heavy  and  prolonged  cigarette  smoking, 
and  lung  cancer, 

* Vaccination  a,gainst  tuberculosis  with  "BCG",  vaccine  has  • 

beai  carried  out  in  Norfolk  for  5 years  on  children  a.ged  1 3;  years 
(a  vulnerable  age)  and  the  measure  han  been  shorn  to  be  both'  useful 
and  ha.rmless.  Some  parents  are  still  refusing  this  vaccina-tion  for 
their  children  ho^/ever,  I hope  that  v;hen  the  neoct  programme  is 
carried  out  in  the  antumn  of  1965*  we  shall  have  a very  hi,^  percentG,ge 
of  acceptances,  * 

The  dental  hygiene  in  children  is  I think  sloi.'ly  improving, 
but  I still  see  too  many  yorngsters  v^ho  clean  their  teeth  only 
periodically,  or  only  in  the  morning  before  breakfast.  This  is  not 
a sensible  time  to  do  it  a.s  food  is  going  to  be  eaten  a,fterv;ards, 
and  v/ill  -undo  the  good  work.  Last  thing  at  night  is  the  most  important 
time,  and  then  again  after  breakfast, 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Charrman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  encoura.gement  throughout  the  year, 
and  my  a^ppreciation  of  the  vrark  of  the  staff  of  the  department  including 
the  clerical  sta^ff  who  have  always  shorn  themselves  eager  to  contribute 
to  the  care  of  the  public -health,

General  Welfare  services  under  the  National  Hea-ltli 
Service  Act,  1946»  are  administered  in  the  district  by  the 
Local  V/elfare  Officers  of  the  County  Council,  These  services 
include  the  provisions  of  Home  Helps  in  cases  of  old  age, 
sickness  and  maternity  etc, , and  it  was  possible  to  provide 
Home  Helps  in  almost  every  Parish  of  the  district  for  necessitous 
cases. 

Old  People’s  Clubs  have  been  established  in  the  majority 
of  Parishes  in  the  district  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  even  an 
occasional  afternoon  meeting  takes  a great  deal  of  monotony  and 
loneliness  out  of  old  age. 

The  Local  Welfare  Officers  have  a contact  point  at 
Caister-on-Sea  for  the  convenience  of  the  public  in  that  .area  and

Mains  Sup'jlies. 

As  in  previous  years,  no  difficulties  were  experienced  in 
naintaining  adequate  supplies  of  water  in  most  parts  of  the  district 
except  in  the  Hemshy  and  Winterton-on-Sea  areas#  With  the  ever 
increasing  holiday  population  in  this  section,  supplies  became  acute, 
and  immediate' rededial  action  was  taken  by  the  Engineer  in  the  form  of 
tT/o  "Booster"  pumping  stations  which  were  most  effective  and  restored 
adequa„te  supplies  to  approximately  99?^  of  that  area.  As  from  the  1st 
October,  I964  this  particular  area  was  transferred  to  the  East  Anglian 
V/ater  Co,,  Ltd,,  along  \wLth  other  parts  of  this  district. 

Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Malvsis, 

1 1 samples  were  taken  throughout  the  area  of  supply  during  the 
yean,  ail  of  which  vrere  found  to  be  satisfactory,  as  were  other  samples 
taken  for  chemical  analysis.

Of 
these  49  were  certified  to  be  unfit  for  consunption  and  appropri.ate 
action  was  ta,ken  in  each  of  these  cases,  6 sanples  were  adso  taken 
fron  4 sv;ipnin£j  pools  within  the  area,  all  of  which  were  found  to  he 
satisfactory,  , ' 

Sewera.a’e, 

The  T;ork  of  installation  of  the  sewer  and  works  to  serve -h' 
the  parishes  of  Brundnll  and  Blofield  were  completed  in  September, 

1964,  Since  conpletion,  connections  fron  properties  in  these  parishes 
ha,ve  proceeded  very  rapidly.  Conversion  of  pail  closets  tc  vrater 
closets  ha.s  been  advised  in  a-11  canes.  of  the  cost  of  conversion 
is  borne  by  the  Coimcil,  The  collection  fron  pail  closets  continues 
but  it  has  been  decided  to  oTithdran  the  service  after  a rea.sona.ble 
period  of  tin(3  has  elapsed.  At  the  end  of  1964>£’'lthoUi:jh  further 
preparatory  work  had  been  ca.rried  cut,  the  se\7erarje  works  for  the 
Coasta.l  a.rea  had  not  ‘been  connenced*  It  is  hov:over  confidently  expected 
that  work  will  ccnnence  durina;  1965* 

Collection  & Disposal  of  Refuse, 

The  weekly  collection  fron  pail  closets  in  ail  ’parishes 
continued  to  operate  satisfa.ctorily  but  it  becane  evident  during  the 
yea.r  tha.t  a.  general  trend  toward  the  installation  of  v/ater  closets  ha.s 
reduced  the  volume  of  work  t-,-  be  undert ale en, and  a ro-arrangenent  of.' 
collection  districts  has  been  introduced.  Collection  fron  the  pa.rish 
of  Reedhac  continues  as  a private  contract,  Tlie  problem  of. disposal 
continues  to  present  difficulties.  The  ob jectionahle  nature  of  the 
material  gives  rise  to  conplaints  fron  residents  in  areas  where  tipping 
has  to  be  carried  out,  I902  loads  (apioroxinately  1,5375^00  gallons) 
v/ere  collected  by  9 using  4 vehicles. 

As  fron  1st  April,  19^4  g,  once  weekly  service  for  the 
collection  of  degr  refuse  was  extended  to  include  all  parishes  throughout 
the  district,  and  I an  ploa.sed  to  be  able  to  report  that  as  a.  rosruLt  of 
the  purchase  of  sufficient  equipment  and  the  employment  of  the  nGcossa,ry 
la.bouTjit  vfa.s  possible  to  maintain  on  unbroken  regular  v/eekly  service. 

As  a result  of  the  large  private  building  programme  many  additi^rnal  now 
dwellings  beca.ne  occupied, and  after  twelve  months  satisfactory  working 
it  has  been  found  necessary  to  supplement  the  collection  staff  to  cope 
T/ith  the  additional  volume  of  refuse  to  bo  collected.  The  composition 
of  household  refuse  is  ever  changing  and  at  present  approximately 
of  the  refuse  consists  of  paper  and  cardboard,and  it  can  therefore  bo 
imderstood.  that  weight  of  rofuse  does  not  correctly  indicate  tho'  amoimt 
of  refuse  removed.  It  is  also  vrorth  mentioning  that  there  is  an  ever 
increasing  demand  by  householders  requesting  the  removal  of  items  of 
furniture  etc.  Such  articles  cannot  be  collected  with  the  refuse  and 
spGcia.1  arrangements  have  to  be  made, 
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Collection  & Disposal  of  Refuse  Cont*d. 


The  disposal  of  old  cars  is  he  coning  a prohlttn  throu^out  the  coiontry 
hut  to  date  no  difficulty  has  heen  experienced  in  this  districtjhut 
it  could  occur, 

'Litter  bins  at  layhys  received  regular  and  frequent  clearance 
throughout  the  year^  hut  the  abuse  of  then  by  those  who  deposit  large 
quantities  of  refuse^  and  thereby  conpletely  fill  the  basket  v/ithin  a 
short  tine  of  enptying,  created  conditions  which  were  the  subject  of 
conplaints,  50  non  were  enployed  throughout  the  year  and  vehicles 
were  in  use  for  the  dry  refuse  service,  and  a total  of  9j800  tons  wa^s 
collected  and  disposed  of.  The  bulk  of  the  refuse  fron  the  parish  of 
Thorpe  is  dealt  with  by  direct  incineration  but  fron  elsewhere  by 
tipping  at  the  five  tips  na,intained  by  the  Council,  Additional  land 
ha.s  been  nade  available  at  Caister  narshes  and  is  in  use  as  a refuse 
tip.  The  ever  present  problens  arising  fron  nuisances  fron  flies, 
snell,  rats  and  lastly  but  not  least,  fires,  were  dealt  with  as 
effectively  as  conditions  pemltted.  It  can  be  understood  that  unless 
an  adequate  supply  of  suitable  covering  naterial  is  readily  availa.ble 
at  all  tines  to  conpletely  cover  the  tip  at  the  end  of  each  working 
day,  the  nuisances  referred  to  above  will  and  do  occur, .due  to  the 
location  of  the  tips  in  relation  one  to  the  other  and  to  the  fact  that 
only  one  nechanical  shovel  is  available  for  use. 

Collection  of  refuse  fron  accepted  collection  points  along 
the  banks  of  the  rivers  and  broa,ds  was  carried  out"as  frequently  as 
found  necessary^ which  during  the  peak  holiday  weeks  \7as  thrice  v/eekly, 
and  a further  increase  in  the  volune  was  noted.  As  in  previous  years 
conplaints  were  received  conceming  indescrinihate  dumping  anong  the 
reeds  bordering  the  rivers  and  broads.  These  locations  are 
inaccessible  by  road  and  although  ..efforts  are  na.de  by  the  staff  to 
detect  deposits  and  prevent  ‘their ’’continuance,  this  is  not  alwa.ys 
achieved. 

During  the  year  representatives  of  Comcils  and  other 
interested  bodies  net  to  discuss  pollution  of  the  rivers  and  broads. 
The  River  Board  ha.s  produced  Dra-ft  Regulati'.ns  and  these  ane  imder 
consideration  at  the  present  tine. 

Offices.  Shows  & Railway  Prenises  Act.  1965. 

The  nain  provisions  of  this  Act  ca.ne  into  force  in  August, 
1964  end  nakes  provision  for  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  persons 
enployed  in  prenises  covered  by  the  Act,  495  applications  have  been 
received  for  registration  and  inspections  are  proceeding  as  quickly 
as  otJjfir  duties  will  penait. 
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Cesspools.  ‘ ■ 

A total  of  10,280  loads  of  sev/age  were  renoyed  fron 
cesspools  and  similar  installations,  at  a charge  of  15s»  Od. 
per  load  for  the  first  load  and  Js,  6d,  per  load  thereafter 
at  any  single  visit.  Six  one-thousand  gallon  enptiers  were 
in  use  and  the  dry  season  made  it  possible,  working  long  hours 
of  overtime,  to  give  the  service  with  a nininun  of  delay. 

Reference  must  once  again  he  made  to  the  unsatisfactory  system 
of  disposal  of  such  a large  volume  of  sev/age  i.e,  10,280,000 
gallons,  A more  satisfactory  site  or  sites  for  disposal  are 
expected  to  he  made  available  for  the  19^5  season  hut  the 
method  mil  continue  to  he  direct  disposal  to  the  land. 

Moveable  PwelliniRs.  ‘ . 

During  the  year  the  majority  of  the  caravan  sites 
within  the  District  operated  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s 
Standard  Conditions,  These  follow  very  closely  those 
recommended  by  the  Ministry,  The  problem  of  touring  caravans 
was  intensified  during  I964  ^d  a number  of  caravans  were  parked 
on  laybys  and  unlicensed  land  for  short  periods  during  the  peak  .. 
period  and  a number  of  verbal  requests  were  made  by  site  operators 
fon  permission  to  increase  the  density  on  their  sites  to  accommodate 
the  many  touring  caravans.  The  proximity  of  Great  Yarmouth  makes 
this  district  a popular  area  for  parking  caravans  and  presumably  the 
difficulties  encountered  mil  continue  until  a more  sa,tisfactory 
arrangement  for  dealing  mth  the  influx  of  caravans  can  be  fomd. 
During  early  August  there  was  a total  of  4>584  caravans  in  the . 
district,  housing  on  estimated  population  of  13,000, 

Tent  Sites, 

Saoh  succeeding  yea,r  follows  much  the  same  pattern  and 
1964  was  no  exception.  During  the  la,tter  part  of  July  and  throu^iout 
August  hundreds  of  tents  and  other  types  of  temporary  accoDmoda.tion 
i,e,  cars  and  vans -a.dapted  for  sleeping  purposes  were  in  use 
principally  on  an  a,rea  of  marshland  at  Caister-on-Sea  adjoining  the 
Greo-t  Yarmouth  Borough  boundary  and  at  Pleggburgh,  Fortunately  the 
period  vras  dry  which  made  conditions  more  tolerable  than  they 
otherwise  would  have  been.  Legislation  to  control  this  type  of 
development  is  obsolete  and  conditions  at  the  Caister  site  were  far 
from  satisfactory.  Reference  must  again  be  made  to  the  need  for  more 
effective  legislation  in  the  near  future,  A comt  of  tents  in  use  was 
made  during  the  first  week  in  August  when  it  was  fomd  that  there  were 
I7O8  giving  on  estimated  population  of  5»000  in  tents. 
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PuTplic  Conveniences. 


To  date  the  Comcil  has  provided,  ten  blocks  of  public 
conveniences..  These  are  situated  at  Thorpe  St,  Andrew j Ranworth, 
California',  Scratby,  Winterton-pn-Sea  - Hemsby  (2)  and  Caister-on-Sea 
(2)  ~ Conveniences  are  in  course  of  .construction'  at  Martham  and  a 
start  is  to  be  made  on  a block  at  Acle,  Those  provided  jointly  by 
Smallbur^  and  Blofield'  and  Plegg  RuTcal  District  Councils  at  Potter 
Heigham,  axe  open  for  public  use.  Reference  uas  made  in  the  Annual 
Report  for  19^3  concerning  the  increasing  popularity  of  Reedham  as 
a place  for  trippers  in  cars  a.t  weekends  and  also  as  a popular  mooring 
plaxe  for  cruisersjcnd  this  creaXes  a need:  for  public  conveniences. 
Brundall  and  Stokesby  are  likewise  parishes  where  on  occasions  there 
is  an  influx  of  non-resident  people  and  conveniences  are  required  in 
each  of  these  parishes.  Those  in  use  at  Scratby,  axe.  Qf  -timbex— ' 
construction,  are  worn  out  and  in  need  of  replacement.  Similarly 
those  situated  at  The  Gap,  Hemsby  are  obsolete  and  are  dif.ficult  to 
maintain,  a. 

.Prevention  of  Dama.A'e  by  Pests  Act,  ' . . ' 

The  Councils  tv/o  operators  were  kept  busy  throughout  the 
year  carrying  out  inspections  and  the  destruction  of  rodents  at 
dwellinghouses  and  other  premises,  "Visits  were  made  to  8,755 
dwellin^ouses  849  business  premises  and  221  agricultural  premises.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Measles. 

159  cases  of  ineasles  r/ere  notified  diirin^j  the  year  compared 
with  in  1963*  ^^ith  modem  methods  of  treatment  of  this  disease 
it  is  not  so  serious  as  it  used  to  he,  hut  it  is  still  a considerahle 
nuisance  and  it  seems  unfortimate*  that  a satisfactory  vaccine  has  not 
yet  become  available  in  this  country.  As  I saw  on  a recent  visit  to 
the  United  States  a vaccine  is  in  use  there,  hut  the  Ministry  of  Hea,lth. 
ha-s  so  far  refused  to  authorise  one  in  this  country  on  the  grounds  that 
there  are  disadvantages  including  undesirable  side  effects, 

f^narlet  Fever, 

17  cases  were  notified  compared  v/ith  45  last  year,  ' Ti/hilst  - 
scarlet  fever  itself  is  seldom  a.  dangerous  disease  in  this  country,  the 
germ  which  causes  it  is  the  haemolytic  streptococcus  and  cannot  he 
ignored,  as  both  rheumatic  fever  and  kidney  disea^se  can  result  from  on 
infection  which  may  he  a>,ssocia.ted  with  a rash  as  in  scarlet  fever,  hut 
may  merely  cause  a severe  sore  throat, 

Whooning  Cough, 

40  cases  were  notified  compared  with  28  last  year.  The 
complaint  is  noxr  seldom  a serious  one  and  immuinisation  must  he 
responsible  for  this  improved  situo,tion.  In  our  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 
we  commence  immunisation  against  v/hooping  cough,  diphtheria  and  tetanus 
at  about  three  months,  giving  second  and  third  injections  at  four  and 
five  months  respectively. 

Pneumonia, 

There  Yiere  20  casds  compared  with  26  last  year. 

Dysentery  ( Sonne), 

There  were  2 cases  compared  mth  9 last  year. 
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Infective  Ja'undice^ 

6 cases  were  notified  compared  v/ith  2 cases  la,st  year,  and 
11  the  year  "before.  This  is  very  satisfactory,  as  the  complaint'^can 
"be  a most  debilitating  one,  and  langely  because  of  the  long  incubation 
period  of  about  a'nonth  it  is  very  difficult  to  tra,ce  the  source  of 
any  particular  case.

4 Cc3,ses  were  notified  compa,red  with  '2  last  year.  The  germ 
ca,using  the  complaint  is  the  same  as  that  causing  sco,rlet  fever  and 
the  remarks  made  above  apply  to  this  condition  also,
